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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the cross-sectional views do not include 
cross-hatchings MPEP 608.02(h)(3) 1 . A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "3" has been used to designate both gauze and a ring of 
cork or rubber.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure that goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Additionally, the applicant should note that where the metes and bounds of a 
claim are indefinite, it is improper to base a rejection on speculation as to the meaning 
of the claim. In re Steele, 305 F.2d 858, 134 USPQ 292 (CCPA 1962). Specifically, 
unclear claims are indefinite, not obvious. In re Wilson, 424 F.2d 1382, 185 USPQ 494 
(CCPA 1970). As such, prior art comparisons will be reserved until such a time when 
the examiner is able to determine the scope of the claim. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure 
in that the references disclose recloseable adhesive bandage strips, which comprise 
openings capable of receiving a medicament or pad. 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention
